During the carly, 
days of the food, the cattle of this whole region 
were disposed of at enormgus sacrifices, and 
now when the land: has unexpectedly emerged, 
there are very few animals to do the work. 
Whole teams of men and boys are to seen 
harnessed to the sced drills, a sight hitherto very.

According to thé testimony of the farmers, 
the’ crows, which. so destructlve of newly 
planted:crops, will not touch wheat which lies 
exposed in the drill-rows, although ifitis covered 
they will follow the: plough and scratch it up! 
If this is-a ‘true fact’ it would seem to indicate 
considerable suspicion toward the Chinese, on 
the, part of the crows. These birds seem. to 
be’ common all ovér China, and wherever they 
are found are apparently regarded as foes 
of the farmer ; yet we never hear of any 
steps taken,to Injure the crows, beyond firing’ 
an occasional bird-gun. at an unnsually noisy 
flock, just as they settle for the night. The 
trees around every villege abound with». crows! 
nests, a dozen or more on a single poplar, aud so 
far as we have been able ‘to learn not a 
single nest in ever disturbed. , There is among 
the Chinese a mild superstition in regard to the 
evil'influences.of the ‘crow, but it is said that 
this does not act as a deterrent to those who 
might ‘be expected to attack it.. Practically 
speaking, this bird is undisturbed, and what we 
should like to know Is, why the number of crows 
is nota million times greater than it is. It Is 
said that a single species of fish, if allowed to 
hatch all its‘ spawn without the destructive 
influence, of animate and {nanlmate enemies, 
would soon'fill the Atlantic from ‘edge to edge 
with ‘one solid mass of codfish.
